FOR NRA CODE 


Gushing Says Needless 


Pay Cuts Made In 


Many Districts. 


Nebraska teachers are facing a 


wholesale salary slash this fall at 
a time when workers generally in 
the state are looking forward to 
benefits under various codes. 


Herbert Cushing, 
deputy state 


superintendent 
of public instruc- 


tion, said Monday he thought the 
reductions would 
amount to 
at! 


least 10 per cent and average a 
total of 40 per cent in the last two 
years.

"In several eastern counties, the 
[ 


salaries paid rural teachers 
will 


average not more than $50," he as- 
serted." In western Nebraska the 
average may not be more than $40. 
And the worst of it is that many 
districts have cut salaries when they i 
could afford to pay the old scale." 


4,000 Jobless. 


About 4,000 licensed teachers will 


be out of jobs this fall, he said, 
while 14,000 in the state will have 
positions. 
j 


Most of the teachers signed con- 


tracts for the coming year during j 
the dark financial days of March 
when they were glad to get any- 
thing that looked like a job. 


Cushing related that a young wo- 


man reported to him the other day 
she had signed up for $35 a month. 
Out of the $35 she must pay board, 
room and other expenses. 


Since the wage reductions started 


three years ago, the state superin- 
tendent's office has used what in- 
fluence it could against needless 
cuts, Cushing said. 


Few Schools Closed. 
Few schools have closed, although 


some districts covering large areas 
in western Nebraska nave discon- 
tinued one or two or three schools 
in a single district. 


There still exists a 
possibility, 


Cushing indicated, that an NRA 
code might be set up for teachers 
and his office is trying to get in- 
formation about it. So far, how- 
ever, it has' been indicated that 
teachers are classed as professional 
persons unaffected by codes. 
Cushing believes teachers' salaries 


should improve once more 
when 
contracts are signed 
again 
next 


March.

HULL AND ROOSEVELT. 


METWEEN Secretary of State Cordell Hull and 
-•* President Roosevelt, there exists a warm friend- 
ship. It is not .one of the flimsy type. It reaches 
back over the years to when the president as a young 
man fresh from college was given an important post 
in national affairs, and Hull, a. prominent figure in 
Tennessee, was sent to Washington to represent his 
state. The latter was one of the president's most 
intimate and trusted advisers preceding the Chicago 
convention, and he has remained so since then. 
When it came to the formation of a cabinet, it was 
natural that Mr. Roosevelt should call the quiet, gen- 
tle, and courtly Tennesseean to the highest post in 
the official family. 


Much is being made of an impending split be- 


tween the president and his secretary of state since 
the London economic conference. It is based upon a 
reputed sharp difference of opinion between As- 
sistant Secretary Moley and his superior, Secretary 
Hull. What foundation there may be for the gossip 
that discord prevails between Secretary Hull and 
Assistant Secretary Moley has been revealed only in 
scraps, in the main put forth by the more critical 
of the republican press. 


So far as Secretary Hull is concerned, there is 


not the slightest basis for the belief he and. the 
president have come to the parting of the ways. 
Something more than a very deep personal friend- 
ship links them together. They share a mutual in- 
tere:i in international matters. While it became im- 
possible to treat of currency and tariff questions in 
London during June, due to the developments which 
had taken place here in the United States, the 
American delegation did score a most important and 
a most impressive triumph in one particular. It com- 
pelled European countries to listen to a plea for 
higher standards of living. Until then, what took 
place within the boundaries of a nation was con- 
sidered strictly that country's own business, so long 
as it did not threaten or jeopardize the peace of the 
world. It was a new note in diplomacy when the 
Americans suggested to Europe and to Asia that real 
recovery and permanent stabilization of business and 
industry rested upon higher wages and better living 
conditions for the millions of workers in all countries. 


The plea blazes a new trail. What would have 


happened had an American delegation attempted to 
tell a Disraeli, a Talleyrand, or a Bismark that the 
British Isles, the French republic, or what was then 
the German empire should be bothering themselves 
about the living standards of the masses in those 
countries? The Americans would have been told 
plainly and bluntly that it was solely a question for 
the individual powers to solve according to their own 
likes, and that any discussion of that type was a 
pernicious and unwelcome bit of meddling. For there 
will be echoes from a conference which has been 
considered a hopeless and futile failure. There will 
be close interests throughout the world in the efforts 
of this administration to lift America from the 
depths of a challenging depression and to start her 
back along the road toward security and prosperity, 
by centering energies upon re-employment at good 
wages and high living standards. 


It is a marked contrast to what took place in 


England. The British have been dealing with per- 
manent unemployment since the start of the cen- 
tury.

It has 
brought up in the British Isles a generation which 
would prefer to live by the dole rather than by 
honest labor. In one Industry, mining, the British 
sent their men and their boys deep into the earth 
to dig coal before the sun had risen and it was dark 
before these same laborers returned to their homes. 
If it had occurred to the British government to 
shorten those hours to provide work for Idle men, 
custom and precedent were imbedded too strongly 
in the Industrial leadership of Great Britain to break 
the manacles. So it wms throughout the continents 
of Europe and of Asia. What Cordell Hull, speaking 
on behalf of his chief, proposed was that the world 
should attempt to follow America in a new industrial 
and business life. It Is so breath taking, so unpre- 
cedented, that even now its full import is hidden. 
But on that common ground. Hull and Roosevelt 
could take a stand shoulder to shoulder, and fight 
desperately in the common cause of humanity.

A STORY IN TAX PAYMENTS. 


EIGHER prices for farm commodities are reflected 


in the encouraging showing on tax collections 


made public by the state treasurer. 


For the first five days of August, remittances 


from county treasurers were greater than during the 
entire month of July. In five days, the state treasurer 
received in excess of $618,000. while the gross collec- 
tions for July wer« $44?,000. What is more impressive 
is that July of 1933 was $71,000 greater than July of 
1932. It is true that the legislative act deferring tax 
payments before delinquency from May 1 to July 1 
accounts for a heavy increase in months when or- 
dinarily the collections are light, but that does not 
touch the real point involved. 


There has been a sound basis for fear that un- 


less farm prices advanced, only a small percentage 
of the taxes could be paid. There was general recog- 
nition that 10 cent corn, 30 cent wheat, and the 
absence of any market for oats, with corresponding 
levels for other farm products, furnished no oppor- 
tunity for farmers, no matter how much corn they 
ha 
had in their cribs, to pay taxes due. During 


recent weeks, thanks to a greatly improved market, 
millions of bushels of grain have been marketed in 
Nebraska. It is the money received for this that is 
making its appearance in the tax collections of the 
county treasurer. It gives a most encouraging picture 
of conditions in the state. So much emphasis has 
been placed upon defaulted interest payments and 
delinquent taxes, that it is important here among 
Nebraskans and outside groups^ as well to realize 
taxes are being met far better than in most states 
of the union.

As many 
could truthfully be written about the United States 
jureau of investigation. 


The bureau last year secured convictions in 95.51 


per cent of the trials on indictments based on the 
aureau's work. Over a' period of the last half dozen 
years the record has been between 94 and 95 per 
cent. That's something to boast about. 


If the American people are ready to permit a 


ederal agency to clean up local crime situations, all 
that is necessary is legislation, giving the United 
States department of justice, of which the bureau is 


part, jurisdiction in police matters. 
Even under the present limited scope of federal 


anti-crime work, the bureau offers daily co-operation 
with ploice departments in all parts of the nation, 
particularly in the tracing of fingerprints. The 
>ureau's fingerprint gallery of 3,800,000 specimens is 
,he largest' in the world. 


Much of the credit for the development of the 


bureau belongs to J. Edgar Hoover, youthful director. 
He entered the bureau as a clerk in 1919 after ob- 
taining a law degree. In 1924, he was made chief 
and the bureau has made great strides since that 
time. 


His methods center around l strict training and 


discipline, as well as scientific routines. Because the 
value of evidence depends upon its merits in court, 
particular stress is laid on obtaining information and 
>roof that is permitted under juridical technicalities. 
A young man looking for a job as agent in this 
bureau must first have a law degree. The result is 
that 95.51 per cent conviction record. 


As for the use of spectacular scientific appartus 


in crime detection, the bureau is the equal of any 
agency in the world, and is, in fact, the father of 
many original inventions that have been recognized 
in the field. 


LABOR MUST CO-OPERATE. 


USTY cheers from the throats of tired pickets 
- greeted the ending of the great strike in Penn- 


sylvania's soft coal fields," said the press dispatch 
from Brownsville, one of the centers of the recent 
labor disturbances in the bituminous region. 


In other words, the miners wanted to get back on 


their jobs. They were tired of industrial warfare 
which had been costing them $750,000 a week in 
wages. They wished to return to work and begin 
earning money again to support their families. The 
women and children undoubtedly felt the same way 
about it. 


But now comes the sour note that local leaders of 


the men are refusing to approve the truce made by 
their national leaders. John L. Lewis and William 
Green, pending adoption of a national code to gov- 
ern the coal mining industry. They are insisting that 
the men stay out until their demands are granted by 
the operators. This is equivalent to a continuation 
of the strike and means, of course, that if the local 
leaders have their way the struggle must be fought 
out to the bitter end with all its accompaniments of 
assaults, shootings, destruction 
of property, and 


money losses both to the workers and to the mine' 
owners. 


Such an attitude, if persisted in by the miners 


against the advice and counsel of their own nation- 
al president and the president of the American fed- 
eration of labor, will turn public opinion the coun- 
try over against them. It will be taken as evidence 
that the men are led by radicals and others bent on 
a rule or ruin policy. The effect will be to strength- 
en the position of the employers in their resistance 
to the domination of these elements in the labor 
world.

trust their interests to a national board on which 
labor has equal representation with the heads of in- 
dustry.

By so doing 
you can take these children into 
your home without fear of future 
disturbance. 
The real danger to the adopted 
child, however, is not primarily his 
or her uncertain heredity, obscure 
background or doubtful legitimacy, 
but the likeliehood that foster par- 
ents will want to fit the youngsters 
into some ready made life schemes 
of their own. John Stuart Mill's 
mental and emotional growth was 
stunted by precisely such a method.

Others 
who never dreamed of employment 
outside the learned professions have 
seen compelled to sek it elsewhere. 
Serein largely lies the explanation 
of the matter you mention; 
The Union at Oxford is a debat- 
ng society modeled on the House 
of Commons. It may or may not 
represent the university's general 
opinion, but certainly it includes 
;he best undergraduate minds. On 
Thursday, February 9, 1933, a mo- 
tion was made at the Union that

15 per cent, this loss is not serious- 
It can be made up by other foods 
in the first year's diet, anyway.

Boiled milk has a tendency to be 
constipating, but if so. this can 
easily be counteracted by adding a 
small amount of milk of magnesia, 
one-naif to one teaspoon to the 
day's feeding. 


The vitamins which are destroyed 
by boiling are added, or should be 
added to the milk, anyway, so their 
destruction is not serious. Vitamin 
C should be added in the lorm ot 
orange juice or tomato Juice, and 
vitamin D in the form of cod liver 
oil or halibut liver oil or vlosteroi.

If 
3.2 is intoxicating, which many be- 
lieve it to be, they have violated 
and nullified the federal constitu- 
tion which prohibits the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquor- 
Ii not intoxicating, they navo per- 
petrated a fraud and an unjust dis- 
crimination on the people by levy- 
ing a higher tax on a beverage which 
is no more intoxicating than near 
beer or pop. Why should the man- 
ufacturer of 3.2 beer pay a higher 
tax for that than lor near beer if 
both are equally non-intoxicating? 
No, my wet friends, you can't fool 
us prohibitionists. We may be nar- 
row minded, 
radical and cranky: 
but we are not fools at least not all 
of us. Those who have signed the 
remonstrance petition have done so 
because they believe 3.2 beer is in- 
toxicating. For there is not a pro- 
hibitionist in Lincoln so radical as 
to try to forbid the sale of a non- 
intoxicating beverage. 
Why have Superintendent Lefler 
and Chancellor Burnett made re- 
quests that 3.2 beer be not sold 
within 300 feet of the university and 
public schools. Why have the min- 
isters made the saine request with 
reference U tha churches? 
If 3.2 beer is not intoxicating, 
there is no harm in selling it at 
the front doorsteps of every school 
and church in the city. 3.2 beer is, 
or is not. intoxicating. 
If intoxicating, the federal and 
state constitutions have been vio- 
lated and if not intoxicating a fraud 
and unfair discrimination is being 
perpetrated in that a higher revenue 
and greater restrictions are being 
placed as one commodity which has 
exactly the same status as another. 
It is. as one judge ruled, a monop- 
oly, a restricted trade. Mr. Miller a 
absolutely right C. J. JOHNSON.

river. Governor Bryan announced 
Monday 
The officials. State Engi- 


neer Roy Cochran and Robert H 
Willis, chief of the bureau of irriga- 
tion, were on their way to Washing- 
ton Monday. 
Permission for Nebraska to par- 


ticipate in the hearing was obtained 
by Governor Bryan and Secretary of 
the Interior Harold L. Ickes. Ob- 
jection will be entered by Nebraska 
to any proposal which would af- 
fect this state's prior water rights, 
according to the governor. 
"Nebraska is not opposing the 


Casper-Alcova project, provided it 
does not interfere with water on 
which this state has prior rights,' 
Governor Bryan declared 
Cochran also will attempt to get 


full approval of the public works 
road program which this state sub- 
mitted 
Federal regulations called 


for expenditure of 50 per cent of the 
$7.800,000 allotment to this state on 
federal roads, 25 per cent on feeder 
roads and 25 per cent on road im- 
provements within municipalities Ne- 
Draska attempted to use 62^ per
